2 hree years 
was a long time for the ships of 
Tharshish to be gone. There was ‘so 
little silyer in existence in the Ori- 
ent that It was worth ten times as 
much as gold. There was plenty. of 
Bold, and ivory, and apes, and pea- 
cocks, but no silver, There was. sil- 
ver in Spain, but the ships of Thar- 
shish did not sail toward Spain. They 
sailed Hast. And, so far ag is known, 
the first country which proved to

This Votan, according to the 
Atbe Brasseur’) de Bourberge’s trans- 
lutions of early Aztec documents, ar- 
rived on the Pacific Coasts about 1000 
B.C., accompanied by seven erent 
ships. ‘his was just at the time that 
Solomon and iffram were | beginning 
thelr three-year expeditions to the 
Land of Ophir. 

The persennel of these expeditions, 
Johnston points out, was peculiarly 
conglomerate. Virst, there was the 
shipmen of Hiram and the servants of 


| Solomon. In addition ,the scientist 


believes, there were certain mercen- 
aries, reeruited from two warrior 
races of the time—the. Sevthians and 
the Thracians. ?t was the custom of 
beth the Thoenicians and the Jews to 
hire such mercenaries. Johnston finds 
the possibility. of their presence on 
these expedilions extremely yaluable in 
explaining certain points, 

This, then, is the evidence, At 
about 1000 1B.C., he finds three great 
ships of Tharshish leaving the Red 
Sea on a three-year voyage to the 
mysterious Land of Ophir; at about 
the same time he finds the traditional 
founder of Aztec civilization landing 
on the shores of America. The ships 
bring ‘back so much silver that it be- 
comes ‘a drug in the streets of Jeru- 
salem;’) América is the only known 
conntry where silver could then have 
been obtained in such quantitles: 

It is thus assumed that the three 
great ships of Tharshish were bound 


{for America. Johnston turns next °to

Mixed Crew. 


Some of the traces are Scythian, 
some ‘Thracian, some Phoenician, 
some FTlebrew. This he explains by 
the mixed character of the expedition, 
The Scythlans and Thracians, he 
thins, were left in charge of the way 
stations; ‘Lhe Phoenicians and He- 
brews ysoverned and colonized the 
newly-discovered Ophir itself. 

A Seythian deity was Tabiti, the 
goddess of the hearth. Tabiti Is the 
native name of the Island of Tabitl. 
Other sods were Papeus, Apia, Apollo, 
Venus, Urania, Hercules and Mars. 
The names of these deities, with leg- 
ends similar to those of Scythia, are 
found in varlous forms, throughout 
the Island group which includes 
Tahitl. 

The Seythians - always fought on 
horseback, used the bow and arrow 
and scalped theiv victims. So did the 
Indians of North America. They did 
net bathe In water, but affected 
something resembling a vapor bath. 
This custom {fs found among the na- 
tives of Tahitl, They painted thelr 
bodies and traced their ancestry back 
to wild an'mals. This, also, will be 
recoguized as characteristic of the 
North American Indlan. ‘They were 
cannibals. So are some of the fsland- 
ers Sn Tahitlfan or Soclety group. 

New for the Thracians. The 
Thraclans tattooed themselves. So 
do the Society Islanders. The Thra- 
clans fought with the spear and jave- 
lin. So do the Society Islanders, In 
fact, every characteristic of the in- 
hebitants of the mid-Pacifle — points 
strongly toward a mixed and fore- 
ible influence, Thelr numerio — skill, 
cosmogeny, astronomical knowledge 
and religlen Is declared by Johnston 
clearly to be Phoenician; thelr trad- 
itlons—an example belng the story 
of Adam and Eve—-to be with equal 
clearness, Hebrew, 

Leaving the Islands, and turning 
to Mexico, whieh Is tho polnt whero 
the orlylnal discoverers of America 
are supposed to have landed, John-
